PRISONERS GIVEN UP. 


EL PASO, TEX., 
JUNE 
2<t.—The 


T'nited States negro cavalrymen cap- 
tured by Carranzista soldiers in the 
Carrizal tight. June 21 and released 
from Chihuahua penitentiary a week 
later on President Wilson's demand, 
arrived in Juarez this afternoon over 
the Mexican Central railroad. 


The 23 prisoners, negro 
troopers 


and Lem Spillsbnry, white interpreter 
with the American forces at Carrizal, 
leacbed Juarez m charge of General 
i'ahlo Beitani. 


Their formal transfer to represen- 


tatives ol the United States war de- 
pa: tinent took place at 3 o'clock.

England Once Offered Spain the Great 


Rock In a Trade. 


You know that for everlasting sta 


bility and stubborn resistance there is 
nothing in the world like Gibraltar. 
Did you ever hear of n curious little 
bargain, which was ne\ er consum- 
mated, but in which that groat rock 
at the mouth of the Mediterranean 
figured as part of the price? It hud 
to do with an important part of oui 
own country, and yet it is seldom men- 
tinned in any of our histories. 


The impregnable fortress Was fought 


over by the Spaniards MI id the Moors 
for two centuiies and it came in foi 
the keen interest of Oliver Cromwell, 
who thundered at the Rritish the fact 
that if they ever hoped to become tht 
dominating sea power of the world 
they must control the Mediterranean 
from Gibraltar. This great necessity 
was never lost sight of. but u suitable 
pretext did not arise until the war ot 
the Spanish succession, when Enuland 
ami France were at each other's 
throat for the mastery of Europe. 


Under Admiral Sir George Rrooke 


the Uritish fleet made an unp.\t>evte<! 
attack on the Spanish defenses and 
captured Gibraltar in 1701.

That was long before the digging of 
the Suez cannl by the French :ind the 
Egyptians, and the cost of maintain 
lug the rocky fortress appeared to be 
out e' nil proportion to its worth 
When Spain was approached by Na- 
poleon for the purchase of Florida a 
a Mow at England from the western 
theater of the Anglo-French war. Eng 
land offered Spain to trade Gibraltar 
for Florida.
